Rationing of Films 

The Ardmore War Price and Ra- 
tioning Board today announced 
that they had been notified by the 
National Office in Washington 
that:

"However, if the purchaser is 
offered the alternative of present- 
ing a roll for development, or pre- 
senting an empty camera to be 
loaded in the store, he is 'not be- 
ing forced into a tying require- 
ment, and the dealer has still ac- 
complished his objective of pre- 
venting indivduals from hoarding 
film."

A communication from the 
Schuylkill River Valley Restoration 
Asociation advised the Lower Mer- 
ion Rod and Gun Club that in re- 
cent weeks, urged onward by the 
rising tide of public opinion, the 
City of Philadelphia, the State of 
Pennsylvania and various Penn- 
sylvania representatives in the 
Federal Government have been 
working toward a solution for pol- 
lution of Pennsylvania's streams. 
Philadelphia, through its Mayor, 
has placed adequate sewage dis- 
posal at the top of its postwar 
planning list. 

The State Sanitary Water Board, 
following a recent decision by 
State Attorney General James H. 
Duff, has held four hearings on 
Schuylkill Pollution and has prom- 
ised at last to order coal compan- 
ies to discontinue dumping of coal 
culm into the streams of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Finally, members of the House 
of Representatives in Washington 
(principally Representee Hoch of 
Reading) are at this time seeking 
an amendment to the Federal Riv- 
ers and Harbors Bill to furnish an 
appropriation which will be suf- 
ficient to remove the approximate- 
ly 30,000,000 tons of coal silt now 
in the bed of the Schuylkill River.

and Revision of Taxes will meet 
with members of the Montgomery 
County board at the Court 
House in Media next week to dis- 
cuss methods being used by 
Montgomery to collect the per- 
sonal property tax. Montgomery's 
return from this tax is double 
the collection in Delaware Coun- 
ty although the population of the 
two counties is about the same. 

In Delaware County for 1943 
there were 11.000 returns made 
on the personal property tax form 
while in Montgomery approxi- 
mately 25,000 returns were re- 
ceived. From these returns in 
Delaware a tax collection of 
$437,352.58 is anticipated as com- 
pared to $889,414.76 in Montgom- 
ery. 

Albert H. Hughes, chairman of 
the county assessment board, 
stated this week that under the 
new system a return would be re- 
quired of every person liable for 
the tax. 

Clarence L. Conner, president 
of the Delaware County Board of 
Commissioners. under whose 
jurisdiction the assessment board 
functions, announced the plan for 
increasing personal property tax 
collections last week. The plan, 
he said, should yield the county 
about $150,000. 

Commissioner Conner said he 
i was convinced the county was 
not getting a fraction of what it 
should in personal property re- 
turns. The commissioner stated 
that 11,000 persons received re- 
turns, whereas, 155,000 should be 
mailed out. 

The new system, which will in- 
clude a simplified return form, a 
card indexing of all taxables and 
a more extensive mailing of re- 
turn forms, will cost approxi- 
mately $3,000 to install. 

Providing no return is made the 
assessment board, on due notice, 
is legally empowered to arbitrarily 
fix an assessment. The assessment 
board can also impose a penalty 
if the tax is not paid after the 
return is made. 

The County Personal Property 
Tax Act, which was passed June 
17, 1913, and has nothing to do 
with the State Personnal Prop- 
erty Tax Act repealed two years 
ago, requires every taxable resi- 
dent person, trustee, firm or corp- 
oration of Delaware County, hold- 
ing taxable securities, to file a re- 
turn to the local subordinate as- 
sessor or to the County Board for 
the Assessment and Revision of 
Taxes.

GARDENING 



Seed of green and wax bush 
beans may be sown 10 days before 
the frostproof date, an inch deep 
and two to three inches apart, I 

with later plantings until the first I 
of Aupust. Pole green and wax j 
beans are sown as early as bush ! 
beans, but no plantings later than j 
July 4 are advisable. Lima beans ] 
should not be sown until danger ■ 
of frost has passed. I 

Bush bean rows should be 24 1 
to 30 inches apart, while pole 
beans are planted in hills, with a 
sturdy six-foot or longer pole in 
the center of each hill. The hills 
are spaced 24 inches apart in the 
row. Leave at least three feet be- 
tween rows to permit plenty of 
air and light. Sow five to eight j 
beans about each pole but permit 
only the two or three sturdiest j 
seedlings to grow on each pole, j 

One pound of bush beans is suf- 
ficient for 50 feet of row; one-half j 
pound of pole beans i except i 
limas) will plant 100 hills; and; 
one-half pound of limas is advised 1 
for 35 hills. j 

Beans thrive best in a warm and ! 
fertile soil and ample drainage is j 
important. Manure should be veil ■ 
mixed with the soil before sow- j 
ing. Side dressing with 4-12-4 , 
Victory Garden fertilizer is ad- 
vised once during the growing 
season. Pole beans should be fer- 
tilized twice after the plants have 
begun to climb. Do not work 
among the plants when the foliage' 
is wet from yaw ny >--npijne ricw • 



Because beans are considered a 
soil-building crop, they should not 
be fed with nitrogenous chemical 
of any sort. Inoculate all bean 
seeds with nitrogen-secreting bac- 
teria to stimulate growth. Bush 
and pole plants should be kept 
picked of beans to prevent pods 
from maturing and plants from 
dying. 

Bush beans will mature in 50 
to 60 drfys and three good pick- 
ings may be expected. Weeding 
and shallow cultivation is part of 
the program. Pole beans appre- 
ciate a good mulch about the 
plants and between the rows. Ap- 
ply the mulch before the weeds 
get a head start. Straw, grass 
clippings, peatmoss, make good 
mulching material. 

Avoid bean rust by growing 
rust-resistant varieties. Insects 
are controlled by dusting with cal- 
cium arsenate before the pods 
form, and rotenone after that 
period. The dust must hit the in- 
sects, and gotten on the under 
side of the leaves.

SOME VEGETABLES NOW POINT-FREE 

Tomatoes, corn, asparagus, beets, leafy greens, spinach; blackeye 
peas, and garbanzo beans have been- added to the point-free list of 
processed foods through June 30, the Office of Price Administration 
has announced. Points have been reduced on spaghetti sauce; soups, 
grape and tomato jams and preserves; apple, grape, mint and plum 
jellies; bakers' jellies and fruit butters. Points have been increased 
on cranberries and cranberry sauce; tomato juice in large con- 
tainers; canned or bottled dry varieties of beans (excluding soy, black- 
eye and garbanzos); tomato catsup and chili sauce; raspberry and 
strawberry jams and preserves. Reductions were made to move out 
last year's stocks before new supplies are available in great volume. 

BUTTER POINT VALUE REDUCED 

The ration point value of creamery butter has been reduced from 
16 to 12 red points a pound, the OPA has announced. Margarine has 
been lowered from six to two points per pound. The new values are 
effective through June 3, 1944. This reduction was made possible 
by seasonally increased production. 

SEASONAL INCREASES IN POULTRY PRICES 

Consumers will pay an average of two-thirds of a cent more a 
pound for poultry over a period of one year under an OPA ruling 
providing for seasonal increases in prices of chickens and other fowl. 
The new prices will continue through June of this year, and from 
January through June of next year. From July through December 
of this year the ceiling price will revert to the unadjusted base prices 
as listed in Table A of the Poultry Regulation. Premiums to the 
producers, which will be passed on at all levels of distribution, range 
from a low of a half-cent a pound in January to a high of 2.2 cents 
a pound in May. 

CHILD-CARE SERVICE AVAILABLE 

The Office of War Information reports that approximately 20 
million dollars for extensive child-care services will be available dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1945 to meet the needs of working women with 
children. The Federal Works Agency is now financing the follow- 
ing services in connection with nursery schools or child-care centers: 
information centers for parents, health care, a visiting teacher service 
to work closely with parents on needs of children enrolled at centers, 
and some transportation of children between their homes and the 
centers. Communities where women with children under two years 
are needed for war work now may apply to FWA for funds to estab- 
lish group care for these children. 

TO REDUCE HOG PRICES 

Ceiling prices on hogs weighing more than 240 pounds live weight 
will be reduced 75 cents per hundred weight on and after May 15, 
1944, the OPA said. The action is designed to discourage the use 
of corn and other essential grains in bringing hogs up to heavy, un- 
economical weights. 

ROUND-UP 

Civilians have been allocated 120,000,000 pounds of Cheddar 
cheese for the quarter ending in June, WFA says. . . OPA announces 
that 10,000 new passenger automobiles and 12,000 new adults' bicycles 
will be available for eligible applicants in May. . . More than 41,000 
wives and infants were given medical and hospital care in March 
under the Emergency Maternity and Infant-Care program, accord- 
ing to the Department of Labor. . . Dairy owners will find it easier 
to purchase water heaters as a result of a WPB action removing re- 
strictions from sales of direct hand fired (solid fuel) hot water heaters 
of the following types: bucket-a-day stoves, dome-type water heaters, 
and service water and tank heaters. . . There was no net change in 
the average cost of living essentials between February 15 and March 
15 because lower food prices balanced higher costs of Spring cloth- 
ing, household equipment, and services, the Labor Department re- 
ports. . . Pot type oil burners may now be purchased by consumers 
without a preference rating, WPB says, but, in the case of new in- 
stallations, authorization for delivery of fuel oil must be obtained 
from PAW before purchase can be made. . . According to WFA, of 
an estimated 4,000.000 extra farm workers needed this year, it is ex- 
pected that about 1,200,000 will be boys and girls under 18 years of 
,;ge and about 800,000 will be women.

Gardeners To Be

Special gasoline rations to travel 
to and from garden plots will 
again be granted victory garden- 
ers this Summer, according to 
William H. Vallar. chairman of 
War Price and Rationing Board of 
Haverford Township.

Counties Plan For 
Future Air Traffic 

Authorities Say There 
Will Be 500,000 
Planes in Service 



Delaware and Montgomery 
County officials will work with 
" other officials of the Philadelphia 
metropolitan area in planning for 
the greatly increased air traffic 
that is anticipated, after the war. 

An outline of the problems with 
which they will be faced was given 
to representatives of the two 
counties at a conference in offices 
of the City Plannnig Commission. 
Philadelphia, last Thursday. 

A committee composed of State 
and Federal aviation authorities, 
county officials, Philadelphia 
planning officials and representa- 
tives of business interests gave the 
subject a preliminary going over, 
at which it was brought out that: 

(1) Trucking companies are al- 
ready considering the possibility 
of establishing unscheduled air ! 
freight lines as well as scheduled ' 
air freight lines; j 

(2) Department stores are in-! 
terested in the possibilities of I 
feeder line service spreading out j 
like a network to smaller com- j 
munities; 

'3) Civil Aeronautics Adminis- ! 
tration experts estimate there will 
be 500,000 planes of all types in 
the country within 10 years after 
the war compared to 25.000 pri- 
vately owned planes prior to the i 
war: I 

(4) Unless planning is done now j 
on a metropolitan area basis, "we \ 
may find ourselves overnight in a I 
condition which the automobile ! 
took 20 years to develop in re- I 
gards to highways." j 

The first step in procedure 
agreed upon by the committee in- 
cludes: obtaining necessary data 
from the surrounding counties in 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey to 
show cities and towns, industrial 
sections, wealth densities, types of 
housing, business areas, together 
with trends and developments an- 
ticipated: Correlation of this data 
by aviation authorities loaned to 
the committee by the C. A. A. and 
the State. 

Montgomery's representatives at 
the conference were: Warren P. 
Cressman. county engineer; C. O. 
Cooke, county superintendent of 
roads and bridges; Robert M. 
Cameron, public relations man for 
the county.
